Just because there are fewer hur¬ 
ricanes forecast for this year than 
there were in 2010 doesn’t mean 
it’s time to relax, warned officials 
on Thursday. 

According to the U.S. National 
Hurricane Center, the 2011 hur¬ 
ricane season will be very active, 
with a predicted 12 to 18 named 
storms. Six to 10 of them are pre¬ 
dicted to be hurricanes; three to 
six, major hurricanes. 

Last year there were 19 named 
storms and five major hurricanes. 

Record warm surface temper¬ 
atures in the North Atlantic 
mixed with the predicted absence 
of storm-calming El Nino in the 
Pacific are providing the founda¬ 
tions for powerful storms this 
year. 

And it just takes a direct hit

from one of them to make it a 
bad year, said Chris Fogarty with 
the Canadian Hurricane Centre 
in Dartmouth. 

“If it’s a quiet prediction for 
this year, it shouldn’t change your 
overall readiness,” he said. 

And it doesn’t take a named 
storm to cause intense damage 
like the one that hit Meat Cove 
last year, said Andy Lathem with 


the province’s Emergency Man¬ 
agement Office. 

“We don’t really mind if a hur¬ 
ricane decides to give Nova Sco¬ 
tia a wide berth, but we want to 
be ready for it anyway because 
we know from experience they 
all won’t be so generous,” Lath¬ 
em said. 

And the 2011 outlook, while 
more modest than last year’s, is 
still above-average for a hurricane 
season. 

Fogarty said hurricanes have 
been plentiful in the past sever¬ 
al years and will likely be above 
average for at least the next six 
years. 

“There really is no correlation 
between overall amount of 
storms versus what makes it up 
into Eastern Canada,” Fogarty 
said. 

“We want people to have the 
same state of readiness regard¬ 
less of the seasonal forecast.”

Wouldn’t this be a potential 
heavyweight battle? 

A new poll suggests resi¬ 
dents of HRM are split down 
the middle on a vote for may¬ 
or between Peter Kelly and 
Mike Savage. The Corporate 
Research Associates poll 
released Thursday says 
among decided voters, 47 per 
support Kelly, with Savage 
right behind at 46 per cent. 

Another seven per cent 


said they wouldn’t vote for 
either candidate. In total, 403 
HRM residents were sur¬ 
veyed, with 19 per cent unde¬ 
cided. 

Kelly has said he will run 
for another term in 2012, 
while Savage’s name has 
been bandied about as a pos¬ 
sible contender ever since he 
lost his federal seat in Dart- 
mouth-Cole Harbour during 
the May 2 federal election to 
Robert Chisholm of the NDP. 

“These numbers would 
suggest (for Savage), given no 
sort of campaigning or any-

thing, it’s a pretty good place 
to start thinking about run¬ 
ning,” said the CRA’s Don 
Mills. 

“It’s a competitive thing 
going in.” 

The poll shows support 
for Kelly is highest in Hali¬ 
fax (49 per cent), with Sav¬ 


age’s strongest support com¬ 
ing in Dartmouth (51 per 
cent). 

The poll was conducted 
from May 3 to 14 and is accu¬ 
rate within 4.9 percentage 
points, 19 times out of 20. 

“We’ve run a lot of names 
over the last few years... and 
Savage has done the best, I 
think, in terms of being veiy 
competitive with a mayor 
who, of course, has a veiy sol¬ 
id, strong support base,” 
Mills said. “Although, it may 
not be as strong as it used to 
be.”

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Man faces hundreds of child porn charges 


Police say the over 250 
child pornography charges 
facing a Cape Breton man 
are the most ever laid 
against a single person in 
Nova Scotia. 

David Carter Roger 
Archibald of Ingonish 
Beach, Victoria Co., was 
charged on Wednesday 
with 176 counts of distribu¬ 
tion of child pornography 
and 76 counts of making 
child pornography. 


“It’s the largest amount 
of charges I’ve ever laid in 
my career at one time,” said 
Const. Paul Smith of the 
Nova Scotia RCMP Internet 
Child Exploitation Unit. 

Archibald also faced a 
single count of possessing 
child pornography. He 
pleaded guilty to that 
charge on Thursday. 

The 62-year-old turned 
himself into the Ingonish 
RCMP at about 7:30 a.m. on 


Wednesday after “an agree¬ 
ment was made between 
the Crown prosecutor and 
his defence counsel,” said 
Smith. 

Police say the charges 
follow a 20-month-long in¬ 
vestigation and cover a peri¬ 
od from January 2008 to 
January 2011. 

In January, RCMP 
searched and seized a num¬ 
ber of computers and 
equipment from

A 24-year-old woman is the 
latest to be charged in con¬ 
nection with the murder of 
Brandon Lewis Hatcher. 

And Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice say more arrests could 
be coming. 

Sarah Marie Oakley was 
arrested on Wednesday at a 
Dartmouth address and was 
charged with accessory af¬ 
ter the fact. 

Oakley’s long brown hair 
covered her face as she 
walked into Halifax provin¬ 
cial court on Thursday. She 
was wearing baggy black 
sweat pants and a navy-blue 
T-shirt with a sweater tied 
over her shoulders. 


She was remanded until 
Friday, when she will ap¬ 
pear at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court for a bail 
hearing. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokeswoman Theresa 
Rath said the investigation 
into the Dec. 3 shooting is 
ongoing and “there could 
be additional arrests.” 

“We won’t rule it out at 
this time,” she said. 

Earlier this year, Cody 
Alexander Muise, 21, and a 
17-year-old youth who can¬ 
not be named were charged 
with the first-degree mur¬ 
der of 22-year-old Hatcher. 

An 18-year-old man was 
also charged with first-de¬ 
gree murder, but that was 
dropped last week. 

On Dec. 3, just after 8:30

p.m., police were called to 
the 100 block of Lavender 
Walk in Spiyfield where 
they found a man who had 
been shot. 

Hatcher was taken to 
hospital, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead shortly after. 

Police say the incident is 
linked to ongoing youth 
gang rivalries in the Spiy- 
field area, which they have 
tied to at least two other 
shootings just prior to 
Hatcher’s death.

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Some progress 
in ER closures 

CRITICAL CARE. Emergency 
rooms in Nova Scotia 
were closed for nearly 
19,000 hours last year, 
the province says. 

Health Minister Mau¬ 
reen MacDonald tabled a 
report Thursday in the 
legislature that showed 
ERs were shut down for 
18,920 hours in 2010-11, 
or the equivalent of 
about 788 days. That’s a 
slight drop from the year 
before, when ERs were 
closed for 19,116 hours. 


MacDonald says the re¬ 
port shows some 
progress has been made 
in reducing ER closures, 
but more needs to be 
done. 

Of the province’s 38 
hospitals, 13 saw 
closures, the Canadian press 


St. FX boosts 
tuition 

FUNDING CUT. Students 
will pay more this fall to 
attend St. Francis Xavier 
University. The board of 
governors has approved a 
three per cent increase in 
tuition for 2011-12. That 
means tuition for a full¬ 
time student from Nova 
Scotia will rise to $5,108, 
up $176 from last year. 

Spokeswoman Cindy 
Mclnnis says the hike is a 
direct result of reduced 
provincial funding. She 
says the university is also 
aiming to increase enrol¬ 
ment by 150 students as 
part of an effort to 
balance the books.

The Scotiabanlc Blue Nose 
Marathon is closing in on 
five-digit participation for 
the first time in its history.

More and 
more HRM

According to my polling, 
over 40 per cent are highly 
concerned when it comes 
to the topic, and eight in 10 
are more worried about 
food safety today than we 
were five years ago. 

Our respondents held 
strong opinions about what

is raising the alarm bells. 

Sixty-two per cent indi¬ 
cate they are veiy con¬ 
cerned about the use of 
pesticides; 64 per cent say 
chemicals; and 62 per cent 
point to the presence of 
bacteria such as salmonella 
and E. coli. 

There is also concern 
about genetically modified 
foods, particularly among 
young and older adults. 
Fifty-nine per cent of re¬ 
spondents from the ages of 
18 and 25 indicate they are 


veiy concerned. 

How is all this concern 
affecting our daily shop¬ 
ping behaviour? 

On this front, the find¬ 
ings are a little unclear. 
Twenty-nine per cent say 
they have stopped buying a 
particular brand in the past 
12 months because of a 
food recall, and 38 per cent 
report they are willing to 
pay more money for organ¬ 
ic products. 

But a whopping 77 per 
cent say they are willing to 
pay more for local products 
because of a concern over 
food safety. 

If in fact our research 
has uncovered a crisis of 
confidence in the food safe¬ 
ty system, who do we feel 
bears the responsibility to 


fix it? 

Forty-three per cent feel 
it is a shared responsibility 
between the federal gov¬ 
ernment and food manu¬ 
facturers. Another 23 per 
cent blame the feds solely, 
and 18 per cent point the 
finger at the processors and 


manufacturers. 

Less than five per cent 
indicate farmers or retail¬ 
ers. 

In 2008 the Canadian 
Medical Association report¬ 
ed inadequacies in our sur¬ 
veillance system. Someone 
will have to take concrete, 


transparent steps to instil 
public confidence again.

$3M in 

Nova Scotians who sus¬ 
tained uninsured property 
damage during four days of 
heavy rain in December 
will be eligible for disaster 
relief.

The disaster-assistance 
program is the third in six 
months for Nova Scotia. 

The latest program is 
cost-shared by Nova Scotia 
and Ottawa, with the 
province contributing 
about $2 million of the to¬ 
tal. 

In all, about $16 million 
has been provided for dam¬ 
age caused by storms in the 
province last year.

Chinese police were seek¬ 
ing the man who allegedly 
threw an egg and shoes 
Thursday at the computer 
scientist famous for design¬ 
ing China’s Great Firewall 
of web controls.

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Wage gap 
wisdom? 

O Study suggests women’s low 
expectations may cause inequality 


Female university grads 
looking for their first jobs 
expect to earn less than 
men, and those lower ex¬ 
pectations may be the rea¬ 
son the actual wage gap 
persists, a new study says. 

“Women know they cur¬ 
rently aren’t earning as 
much as men, so they en¬ 
ter the workforce with 
that expectation,” said 
Sean Lyons, a University of 
Guelph researcher who 


helped conduct the study. 

“Because they don’t ex¬ 
pect to earn as much, they 
likely aren’t as aggressive 
when it comes to negotiat¬ 
ing salaries or pay raises 
and will accept lower-pay¬ 
ing jobs than men, which 
perpetuates the existing 
inequalities.” 

When asked to estimate 
their starting salaries, fe¬ 
male students entering the 
work world predicted their 


pay cheques would be 14 
per cent lower than the 
wages men said they ex¬ 
pected to pull. 

The gap widened over 
the course of their antici¬ 
pated careers, with 
women expecting to make 
18 per cent less than men 
after five years. And it was 
most pronounced in male- 
dominated fields such as 
science and engineering.

“I have made it a watch¬ 
word of my time in public 
life to practise the politics 
of unity and principled 
compromise. I shall con¬ 
tinue to do so.” 


The party’s directors 
have the authority to ap¬ 
point an interim leader, 
based on the recommenda¬ 
tion of the parliamentary 
caucus — which appears 
to hugely favour Rae. 

The board said last 


week the interim leader 
must be bilingual and 
must promise not to seek 
the permanent leadership 
or engage in discussions 
about a possible merger 
with the New Democrats.

Peter Jaunzemis went by 
the name George for more 
than six decades, but al¬ 
ways wondered whether 
the Latvian refugee who 
brought him to New 
Zealand and raised him 
there was really his moth¬ 
er. 

“She didn’t act like a 
mother,” Jaunzemis, 69, 
said Thursday of the 
woman, Anna Jaunzemis. 
“She was cold, she never 
took me in her arms and 
never referred to me as 
her son.” 

Jaunzemis recently dis¬ 
covered his true identity 
through the help of the In¬ 
ternational Tracing Serv¬ 
ice (ITS) in the central 


German town of Bad 
Arolsen. 

For more than a decade, 
Jaunzemis sought to trace 
his Latvian family roots. 
He found nothing, not 
even a birth certificate. 

“I was getting nowhere, 
trying every variant I 
could think of, but it felt 
like I was turning in cir¬ 
cles,” Jaunzemis said. 

Finally, a friend who 
was tracing her own fami¬ 
ly history suggested he 
turn to the ITS, which 
holds troves of Second 
World War-era docu¬ 
ments, including refugee 
lists, registers from dis¬ 
placed persons or DP 
camps, and missing per¬ 


sons requests filed with 
the International Commit¬ 
tee of the Red Cross. 

Margret Schlenlce, who 
heads the ITS department 
for missing persons, im¬ 
mediately found a file for 
Jaunzemis. But it also held 
another name, Peter van 
de Velde — a boy with the 
same birth date as Jaun¬ 
zemis who had been re¬ 
moved from his mother at 
a DP camp in Belgium in 
June 1945. 

The file, stuffed with 


more than 150 tattered, 
yellowing pages, con¬ 
tained old photos and let¬ 
ters from Jaunzemis’s 
natural mother, Gertrud 
van de Velde, who for 
years sought her son. She 
died in Brussels in 2009, 
months before he first 
wrote to the ITS. 

Nevertheless Jaun¬ 
zemis, who now goes by 
Peter, said he is relieved to 
finally know who he is 
and that he has family.

O Bin Laden commends protests in taped message O Attempts to stake a 
claim for al-Qaida in protests led mainly by frustrated youth 



In a recording made 
shortly before his death, 
Osama bin Laden praised 
the mass protests that 
have toppled and shaken 
longtime rulers across the 
Arab world while trying 
to cast a role for al-Qaida. 

Bin Laden’s message, 
released on militant web¬ 
sites Thursday, is an at¬ 
tempt by the terror leader 
to remain relevant after 
sweeping changes in 
which al-Qaida played al¬ 
most no role. 

“The winds of change 
will spread through the 
entire Islamic world, God 
willing,” bin Laden said. 

He proclaimed it a “re¬ 
ligious obligation” to 
form a council that would 
provide guidance for all 
Muslims — apparently a 
way for al-Qaida to play a 
role in the protests’ fu¬ 


ture. 

While not mentioning 
al-Qaida by name, he ad¬ 
vised people struggling 
against their govern¬ 
ments to remember 
“those who advised early 
on the necessity of up¬ 


rooting these oppressive 
regimes” — a clear refer¬ 
ence to the militant 
group.

Obama urges return to ’67 Mideast borders 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma on Thursday endorsed a 
key Palestinian demand for 
the borders of its future 
state and prodded Israel to 
accept that it can never 
have a truly peaceful nation 
based on “permanent occu¬ 
pation.” 

Obama’s urging that a 
Palestinian state be based 
on 1967 borders — before 
the Six Day War in which Is¬ 
rael occupied East 
Jerusalem, the West Bank 
and Gaza — was a signifi¬ 
cant shift in the U.S. ap¬ 



proach. It drew an immedi- ate negative response from 


Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu, who is to 
meet with Obama at the 
White House Friday. 

In a statement released 
late Thursday in Jerusalem, 
Netanyahu called the 1967 
lines “indefensible,” saying 
such a withdrawal would 
jeopardize Israel’s security 
and leave major West Bank 
settlements outside Israeli 
borders, though Obama left 
room for adjustments 
reached through negotia¬ 
tions. 

At the same time, it was 


not immediately clear 
whether Obama’s state¬ 
ment on the 1967 borders 
as the basis for negotiations 
— something the Palestini¬ 
ans have long sought — 
would be sufficient to per¬ 
suade the Palestinians to 
drop their push for UN 
recognition of their state¬ 
hood. Obama rejected the 
Palestinians’ unilateral 
statehood bid Thursday as 
he sought to underscore 
U.S. support for Israel, 
notwithstanding the en¬ 
dorsement of the 1967 bor¬ 


ders. 

“Symbolic actions to iso¬ 
late Israel at the United Na¬ 
tions in September won’t 
create an independent 
state,” Obama said. 

Obama’s comments 
came in his most compre¬ 
hensive response to date to 
the uprisings sweeping the 
Arab world. Speaking at the 
State Department, he called 
for the leader of Syria to 
embrace democracy or 
move aside, without specifi¬ 
cally demanding his ouster.

Carney's more 
pessimistic 
view revealed 


O Economist’s inadvertent email reveals Bank of 
Canada governor doesn’t think the financial crisis over 


Bank of Canada governor 
Mark Carney may be 
more pessimistic about 
the prospects for recovery 
in the U.S. and Europe 
than he lets on in public. 

A glimpse of the cen¬ 
tral banker’s gloomier 
view was offered in an 
email to clients from CIBC 
chief economist Avery 
Shenfeld after Carney 
gave a private assessment 
at a Toronto dinner 
Wednesday night. 

The comments were 
supposed to be off the 
record, but Shenfeld ad¬ 
mitted in a later email 



that he had been mistak¬ 
en about the matter and 
asked clients to ignore his 
earlier comments. 

According to Shenfeld’s 
note, Carney said the 
global financial crisis is 
not over, painting a bleak¬ 


er picture of the recovery 
in developed countries. 

Even in Canada, which 
he said was in a solid posi¬ 
tion, it is too early to cele¬ 
brate about how well the 
country emerged from re¬ 
cession, saying a true per¬ 
spective might not be 
known until five years 
down the road. 

But the most stark 
comments were reserved 
for the United States,

Is Harper not again in 
contempt of Parliament 
in making such appoint¬ 
ments? 

Neither abolishing 
nor electing senators 
serves the purpose that 
the chamber was meant 
to serve when Canada 
came into being. A 
process that will enable 
the Senate to play its 
designated role that 
Harper has completely 
destroyed is to have sen¬ 
ators appointed by the 
Governor General upon 
the recommendation of 
the Queen’s Privy Coun¬ 
cil for Canada.

The highest court in Oregon 
unanimously ruled Thursday that re¬ 
tired bus driver Cynthia Willis can 
have her medical marijuana and a 
concealed handgun, too. 

The ruling issued in Salem, Ore., 
upheld previous decisions by the Ore¬ 
gon Court of Appeals and circuit court 
in finding that a federal law barring 
criminals and drug addicts from buy¬ 
ing firearms does not excuse sheriffs 


from issuing concealed weapons per¬ 
mits to people who hold medical mar¬ 
ijuana cards and otherwise qualify. 

“We hold that the Federal Gun Con¬ 
trol Act does not pre-empt the state’s 
concealed handgun licensing statute 
and, therefore, the sheriffs must issue 
(or renew) the requested licences,” 
Chief Justice Paul De Muniz wrote. 

Willis welcomed the ruling. 

“I feel like a big girl now,” she said. 
“I feel like a real human being now, 
not just a source of revenue to the 
county.” 

Oregon became one of the first 
states in the U.S. to authorize people 
to use marijuana to treat medical con¬ 
ditions when voters approved an ini¬ 
tiative in 1998.

Richard Crouse: Mark, my 
main question after watch¬ 
ing the new Pirates movie 
is, If this was the first one 
of the series would we 
have had a two, three and 
four? I don’t think so. It’s a 
big splashy epic, but lacks 
the fun and Johnny’s joie 
de vivre of the original. 
What say you, matey? 

Mark Breslin: Richard, I 
wasn’t even a fan of the 
original. And no franchise 
should exceed a trilogy 
unless the words “godfa¬ 
ther” or “cheerleaders” are 
in the title. An apprecia¬ 
tion of this movie is con¬ 
tingent upon how you feel 
about Johnny Depp and 
how much swordplay you 
can handle. I adore Depp’s 


brilliant characterization 
in the series, but really, 
the tricks are starting to 
show their age. And I did¬ 
n’t like swashbuckling 
even when Douglas Fair¬ 
banks did it in 1932. Still, I 
thought this edition of Pi¬ 
rates was the best since 
the original, whatever that 
means. 

RC: I don’t think this one 
has the spark of the oth¬ 
ers. It’s not as funny, Depp 
seems like he’s gone back 
to the Captain Jack treas¬ 
ure chest one too many 
times and the action 
scenes, despite the 3-D, 
don’t fly off the screen the 
way they have in the past. 
I liked the mermaids and 
think their attack se¬ 


quence is the most excit¬ 
ing thing in the movie, but 
I may be wrong simply be¬ 
cause the movie is so dark 
I may have missed some¬ 
thing. 

MB: Oh, those mermaids! 
Who knew they spoke in a 
Scandinavian accent? Yes, 
they are the most exciting 
thing in the movie, al¬ 
though I did enjoy Ian 
MacShane’s villainy. But 
despite the fountain of 
youth plot device, these Pi¬ 
rates are getting old. And 
you’re right about how 
dark the film is: I was 
straining to make out 
which pirate was which. 
Quick clue: Depp is the Pi¬ 
rate Who’s Had A Bit Of 
Work Done. 


RC: Ha! Perhaps playing 
the same character four 
times in eight years is too 
much for Depp, or per¬ 
haps the limitations of 
Captain Jack are becoming 
apparent but he’s not as 
entertaining as before. Not 
that director Rob Marshall 
helps him. The action se¬ 
quences are as well chore¬ 
ographed as you might 
expect from the man who 
made Chicago and Nine, 
but they are also as excit¬ 
ing as you would expect 
from a man who special¬ 
izes in making musicals. 

MB: I see what you’re get¬ 
ting at. For the next instal¬ 
ment, make it a musical 
complete with a chorus 
line of mermaids!

The estimable Lady Gaga 
served as Metro’s guest ed¬ 
itor on Tuesday and we got 
her to answer some of our 
questions in her own 
handwriting. 

Which, of course, raises 
the question: What does 
Lady Gaga’s penmanship 
say about her? 

Metro consulted Dennis 
Duez, a Pittsburgh-based 
handwriting analyst who 
has scrutinized the writ¬ 
ings of Britney Spears 
(she’s very obstinate) and 
former New York Gov. 
Eliot Spitzer (he needs ro¬ 
mance, but does not trust 


it). After taking a look at 
Gaga handwriting sam¬ 
ples, Duez deduced: 

• Lady Gaga is a strongly 
independent, and a my- 
way-or-the-highway per¬ 
son, as evidenced by her 
straight up and sometimes 
slanted slightly to the left 
lettering.

• Gaga does not like to be 
misunderstood, as evi¬ 
denced by copious 
amounts of printed text 
and is a strong communi¬ 
cator.

• Her handwriting evi¬ 
dences a strong perform¬ 
ance talent, indicated by 
the broad “T” bar cross¬ 


ings. 

• Honesty is critical for 
Gaga; when someone lies 
to her they are gone, gone, 
gone, said Duez. See the 
constant use of uppercase, 
cobra strike “S” through 
out her writing. 

• Apparently, there is an 
old relationship that has 
not quite faded from 
Gaga’s memory, theorizes 
Duez. It may still return, 


unbidden, in dreams, he 
said. See the beginning arc 
in the ending “y” in “hu¬ 
manity.” 

•And, our personal 
favourite: There is evi¬ 
dence of a strong impact to 


Gaga’s left leg/lcnee/shin 
area. This shows up on the 
dent on the “g” at the end 
of “unassuming” and in 
several other “y” charac¬ 
ters in her handwriting 
sample.

Sandler mastered the

Open since mid-April, feedback to the new 
Colby Bistro and Wine Bar has been 
impressive. 

“The feedback has been just so positive,” 
says Dan Latter, Colby’s co-owner. 

One of the things the owners have heard 
from customers is that since the Colby 
Bistro opened, they’ve been eating closer to 


home and not going to restaurants in 
Halifax. 

“They tell us it's like a free meal because 
they don’t have to pay for the bridge, they 
don’t have to pay for parking or the gas to 
drive there,” says co-owner Jamie Latter. 
(He and Dan are brothers.) 

The quaint 60-seat establishment is 


beautifully decorated and features natural 
stone in much of the establishment. The 
main bar features a granite countertop and 
has overhanging pot lights. These 
decorations make for a sophisticated, yet 
casual environment. 

Looking back on the decision to open 
this kind of establishment, Dan Latter says 
he regrets not having done this before.

When Latter and co-owner Jamie Latter 
came up w ith the idea, the feedback was 
quite encouraging for it. 


“We talked to a lot of our customers 
about the idea and lot of them really liked 
it,” recalls Dan Latter. “They said, ‘Cole 
Harbour is ready for that.’” 

Located at the Colby Village Shopping 
Plaza, the establishment was previously a 
Dollar Store and had to be entirely 
renovated. 

“We did this in six weeks, cutting the 
floor to opening the bar,” says Dan Latter, 
with noticeable pride. 

“A lot of people told us we should have 
been on a reality show.” 


A MOUTH¬

One quick look at the Colby Bistro and 
Wine Bar's menu will have people’s tongues 
salivating. The extensive menu includes 
appetizers, salads, chowders, steaks, pastas 
and desserts. 

“Our team has done a fabulous job 
putting together the menus,” says co-owner 
Dan Latter. ‘The food options are delicious, 
creative and look great.” 


Narrowing down one’s options is tricky, 
but Latter has some recommendations. For 
an appetizer, he recommends the stuffed 
mushrooms, w hich are stuffed with jalapeno 
cream cheese, topped with fine bread 
crumbs and parmesan cheese. Scallop, 
lobster or tenderloin steak and caramelized 
onions are the options for the main filling. 

The chowders arc also proving to be a hit, 
says Latter. The chowders are gluten free 
and are made with potatoes, celery, onions, 
butter and fresh cream. Patrons can choose 
from four types of chow der, which include 
creamy haddock chow der and the ultimate 
seafood chowder. 

There are also fresh daily specials. 

“The chef is extremely creative,” says 
Latter. “He comes in every morning and 
amazes us with the specials.” 


On holidays and weekends, the bistro 
serves brunch from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. The 
brunch items are mouth-watering, but the 
highlight is the cinnamon French toasted 
pound cake. This is made with fresh 
straw'berries, Devonshire cream and a meat 
choice. 

As a bistro, the establishment has an 
extensive wine list and martini menu. There 
are 20 house wines to choose from and 
almost as many martinis available. 

Thursday nights will be martini night at 
Colby’s and martinis will sell for $5.95, 
down from its regular price of $8.95. 

Once a month, the establishment plans on 
having a wine tasting night, where patrons 
can sample wines and learn how to pair 
them with different foods. 

On Friday and Saturday evenings, there 


will be “light entertainment,” says Latter, 
which will consist of a live solo musician 
show.

“Things have w orked out really well for 
us,” says co-owner Dan Latter. 

The new location is about the same size as 
the previous location and seats 130. Big 
Leagues will be a fusion of w hat it was like at 
its old location and the fonner Colby Alehouse. 

“Basically what we’re doing here is taking 
the best out of both places: the old Colby Ale¬ 
house and Big Leagues,” says co-owner 
Jamie Latter. “Whatever worked in both 
places, that's what we’re doing here.” 


For example, the Colby Alehouse didn’t 
offer much live entertainment, but that is 
something Big Leagues has long been known 
for. As a result, a new stage was built and 
money was invested into upgrading the sound 
and lighting system. Acts such as Trooper, 
Matt Mays and Doug and the Slugs have all 
graced the Big Leagues stage in the past. 

So far, the feedback from patrons has 
been great regarding Big Leagues’ new' loca¬ 
tion.

“We’re just going to continue with what 
we're doing,” says Dan Latter.

“1 want to have a theme every night of the 
week,” says the co-owner/general manager of 
Big Leagues. 

Wednesday and Thursday nights will 
continue to be the ever-popular w f ing night. 
The line-up to get in on these nights has been 
known to extend outside the entrance for the 
mouth-watering jumbo wrings, which sell for 
45 cents a piece on those nights. 

These nights will also act as Schnitzel 
nights and the establishment will offer 
schnitzels at a discounted price. 

On Thursdays, there will even be unplugged 
entertainment. 

At the previous location, Friday nights 
featured a DJ while Saturdays had live 
entertainment, but a new plan is in store for 
Big Leagues at its new location. 

“The plan is to have live entertainment on 
Fridays and Saturdays,” says co-owner Dan 
Latter. 

He says this move will be effective once the 
NHL playoffs are over. 

Friday nights will remain all you can eat 
fish Fridays, with unlimited haddock fish and 
chips selling for $10.95. 

Big Leagues will continue to offer its 
popular brunch on weekends and holidays. 
This will run from 8 a.m. to 3 p.m. Popular 
options for brunch include the all you can cat 
pancake special for $4.95 and the breakfast 
special, w hich consists of bacon, eggs, home 
fries and toast for $3.75.

Birgit Prinz isn’t playing 
along. The 33-year-old 
striker, the most prolific 
player in FIFA Women’s 
World Cup history, lets her 
teammates pose and waits 
until the circus is over be¬ 
fore emerging from the 
clubhouse. 

“For me it’s never been 
about personal goals,” 


Prinz remarks. “It’s always 
been about being part of 
this team.” 

Her English is remark¬ 
able given that she rarely 
encounters an interview in 
anything other than her 
mother tongue. Such is the 
modest nature of acclaim 
granted to arguably the 
greatest women’s soccer 
player in the annals of the 
game. 

Prinz, you see, is 
approaching her fifth 
World Cup.
